Is Detente Healthy? 


Is detente with the Soviet Union the two-way 
street envisioned by American officials? 
This question has been asked with increasing 
frequency 
in 
recent 
months 
Whether 
the 
specific issue was U.S.-Soviet grain deals, SALT 
compromises or the Helsinki Conference, in­ 
creasing numbers of Americans felt the United 
States kept coming out on the short end. 
The Russians have been pushing the issue of 
detente strongly 
and have been coming up 
with good results. 
BENEFITS ACCTRING 
directly 
to 
the 
United States - other than a general lessening of 
international tension — have not been so im­ 
pressive. 
Now we come to a new snag in the arm s 
lim itation 
talks 
and 
its 
resolution 
or 
nonresoltuion will give us part of the answer 
regarding the Soviet Union’s view of detente. 
The specific problem deals with appropriate 
designations for the Soviet Backfire bomber and 
the U. S. Cruise missile. The disagreement, in 
the words of Secretary of State Kissinger, is “of 
considerable sig n ifican ce” but not “ un­ 
bridgeable.” 


I he United States proposed a new category for 
the weapons in question This was rejected by 
the Soviets. 
Secretary Kissinger said in a Monday news 
conference that it now is up to the Soviet Union to 


break the deadlock by making a proposal of its 
own. 
Now we are getting down to the heart of 
detente difficulty and that is when one side has to 
give a little more than it would like in the interest 
if achieving long-range goals 
in this case, 
arm s limitation. 
Should the Soviet Union decide to give in on the 
point, a new SALT agreement could be wrapped 
up and the visit of Leonid Brezhnev to the United 
States later this year would be removed from the 
endangered list. 
1 bus. the policy ot detente would remain 
viable. 
But will the Soviet Union come forth with 
“ reasoned response” Secretary Kissinger said 
he is expecting? 
If it does not. detente will suffer its hardest 
blow so ar. In fact, the blow could be of knockout 
velocity. 
SECRETARY KISSINGER set the stage for a 
hard line by the United States and challenged the 
Soviet Union to put its actions where its 
propaganda has been when he said: 
“if the Soviet Union threatens our national 
interest or the national interests of any of our 
allies, the United States will resist.” 
That's preUy straight, tough talk from the 
chief proponent of a policy of detente. 
We hope the Soviet response will be forward 
looking and not the beginning of a new cold war. 


B\ IR A BERKOW 


Will Durant won’t say for 
certain what 
this 
world 
is 
coming to. but he is willing to 
give us a few hints. 
For one thing, he sees the 
possibility of the United States 
losing first-class status to Rus­ 
sia. China and Brazil. 
Durant also sees this country 
in the process of decay, rem i­ 
niscent of the Holy Roman E m ­ 
pire.

Women s Common Sense 
That nationwide strike by women was 
at the 
risk of being accused of sexism — pretty much of 
a bust. 
In fact, “ Alice Doesn’t Day,” during which 
w omen were encouraged to withhold a variety of 
services in order to demonstrate their indispen­ 
sable role in society, actually seems to have been 
more of an inspiration to counterfeminist reac­ 
tion among women than the consciousness- 
raising event it was supposed to be. 
Five female members of the Arizona state 
legislature, for example, condemning the “de­ 
structive and negative attitude of the women's 
libbers.” urged women to continue “ performing 
the jobs and responsibilities that we have freelv 
chosen." 
Women in Newport. R.I., staged a “ Male 
Appreciation Day. Wives served their husbands 
breakfast in bed and secretaries, girlfriends and 
even mothers-in-law treated men to dinners in 
restaurants. 
The strike, of course, was intended to be more 
symbolic than real. It is doubtful if even its 
sponsor, the National Organization for Women, 
expected anything more than scattered, token 
support of the boycott. 
But NOW may have accomplished more than it 
realizes, and have raised a lot of feminine con­ 
sciousnesses in ways very different from what it 
had in mind. 
As the antistrike activities 
suggest, 
the 
fem inist leaders succeeded, at least for one day, 
in hardening the battle lines over the question of 
Women’s liberation — not between women and 
m en but among women themselves. They suc­ 
ceeded in demonstrating that the feminist move­ 
m ent, in its more radical aspects, is totally out of 
touchwith the real needs and desires of the m a ­ 
jority of American women. 
One can dismiss the arguments of those anti­ 
fem inists who warn that the drive for sexual 
equality w ill remove women from the privileged 
pedestal on which men have traditionally placed 
tik*m. just as one can dismiss the silly claim at 
the other extreme that there a re no differences 


between men and women, except that the latter 
can bear children. 
Most women today support the idea of equal 
rights, responsibilities and opportunities under 
the law regardless of sex, and whatever credit 
for this belongs to the feminist movement should 
be acknowledged. But at the same time they 
realize that there are, always have been and al­ 
ways will be fundamental physical, emotional 
and socially beneficial differences between the 
sexes. 
RATHER THAN BEING RIVALS and com­ 
petitors with men. as the radical feminists seem 
to want them to be, most women consider them ­ 
selves partners with men. They believe that the 
sexes are two complementary halves of one 
greater whole, and that it is in union of male and 
female in the fullest meaning of the word that 
both sexes find the richest and most satisfying 
expression of their individual identities. 
As author George Gilder has pointed out, the 
m ost im portant function 
of 
the fem ale 
throughout history has been that of a civilizing 
influence on the male. The know ledge that they 
are providing security and material benefits for 
their wives and children is what keeps many 
men going in jobs that are not all that exciting 
and fulfilling in what used to be called the 
“ man's world.” just as the homemaker’s job is 
often boring, harrying and unappreciated. 
The threat posed by the feminist movement to 
this historic function of women, with the long- 
range consequences for society it entails, may 
explain much of the growing counter-reaction 
among women, whether or not all of them con­ 
sciously perceive such a threat and put it in so 
many words. 
" 
The feminist movement is hardly dead, of 
course. It would never have come into being if 
there wore not some very real sexual injustices 
that need to be corrected. Hut as “Alice Doesn’t 
D ay" seems to have proved, the basic common 
sense of the American woman w ill keep it from 
going too far.

WASHINGTON — William O. 
Douglas took his seat on the Su­ 
preme Court April 17. 1939. At 
tin* time of his retirement last 
week, he had served some 13,- 
359 days. During these more 
than 36 years, he was in some 
w avs 
the C ourt’s g re a te st 
adornment, and in some its 
greatest shame. He ranks as 
one ot the unforgettable Ameri­ 
cans of this century. 
piwglas served under five 
chief justices 
Hughes, Stone, 
\ inson. Warren, and Burger, 
lie sat with more than one- 
iourth ot the men ever to serve 
on the* Court. His first opinion, 
ilia case involving the oil deple­ 
tion allowance, turns up in Vol­ 
ume 308 of the Supreme Court 
Reports: his name now runs 
through a hundred volumes 
more. 
OI.IY Eli Wendell Holmes is 
remembered, 
not 
altogether 
deservedly, as the “Great Dis- 
senter 
By comparison with 
Douglas, Holmes was a piker. 
In 1927, his year of greatest dis­ 
agreement. Holmes dissented 
only 16 times. Douglas could 
dissent that many times in a 
single month. Over the past 
three terms. Douglas dissented 
107 times in cases decided by 
formal opinion; he dissented at 
least that many times on m at­ 
ters decided in chambers. 
The most prolific writer in 
the* Court’s history, Douglas 
was a glutton for work. Until he 
was felled by illness, he regu­ 
larly w rote twice as many opin­ 
ions as any ol his brothers on 
the Court. Tw o years ago, when 
some* ot his younger colleagues 
complained of the work load 


and sought ways to reduce the 
burden. 
Douglas 
scoffed 
at 
their protest. Justices, he said, 
were 
not overworked; 
they 
were underworked. 
ONE OF THESE YEARS, 
Douglas’s record for longevity 
doubtless will be broken. Ju s­ 
tice William Rehnquist, if he 
lives and serves to the age of 84. 
could break it. But it seems un­ 
likely that Douglas will be sur­ 
passed any time soon as a cen­ 
ter of controversy and a target 
of fierce debate. He had a 
talent, unmatched since John 
Marshall, to set the adrenals 
pumping. He was loathed or 
loved, but there was no middle 
ground. Pure silver, this one; 
but tarnished. In my own view, 
he should have been impeached 
and removed long ago. 
This is because members of 
the Court are not subject to the 
rules c»f impeachment only, but 
to something more besides. The 
Constitution says they are to 
hold office "during good be­ 
havior," which suggests they 
may be removed from office if 
their behavior is ungood, or 
bad. 
This was the case with Wil­ 
liam O. Douglas — not in terms 
of his private life, which was his 
own business, and not in terms 
of his work on the Court itself. 
His extracurricular activities 
as a member of the Court can­ 
not be torgotten, excused, or 
condoned. 
IT W AS NOT GOOD behav­ 
ior for Douglas, as a member of 
the Court, to serve at a salary of 
$12,000 a year as head of the 
Parvin Foundation, 
knowing 
the Foundation to be financed 
by wheeling and dealing in the 
shadow world of Las Vegas c a ­ 
sinos.

an unnecessary luxury. 
“Wealth leads to freedom, 
but freedom is an awfully dif­ 
ficult business. And freedom 
without intelligence — without 
thought — becomes chaos. 
“ Our 
moral 
code 
has 
withered. Once, we had an all- 
seeing, rewarding and punish­ 
ing deity. He set limits for us 
because we feared him. Now we 
are unbounded — and human­ 
kind needs discipline to sur­ 
vive. 
“So there is also a breakdown 
of the family structure. There is 
a terrible uprootedness. And 
perhaps that, with no god to 
keep us in tow and the insecur­ 
ity of loss of family, we grow 
more violent. And modern sci­ 
ence has helped our means of 
pugnacity, which is very great 
today." 
AND 
YET, 
said 
Durant, 
better 
times 
may 
be 
right 
around the corner, relatively 
speaking, like in 50 or 60 years. 
“History has been filled with 
alternation of pagan and puri­ 
tan epochs,” he said. “The 
religiousness of the old Greek 
and Roman ways ended with 
the dissolution of the Holy 
Roman Empire. That gave way 
to the Puritanism of Medieval 
Christianity, w hich ended in the 
more pagan-like Renaissance, 
which turned again into a more 
Puritanical epoch. 
“People get sick of the ex­ 
cesses of one style of life and 
they are drawn to the opposite 
style. That is why I say that 
America may cure itself by its 
own excesses." 
D urant advises that the 
United .States, like the Roman 


E m p ire 
which 
extended 
throughout Europe and great 
chunks of Asia, may be biting 
off more than it can chew. It is 
eating up its resources and 
thinning its blood while, at the 
sam e time, trying to keep the 
“blood vessels" 
the protec­ 
tion of the^reat w eans — open 
for our commerce. 
“The resources and the types 
of governm ents of Russia, 
China and Brazil — with their 
easy access to cheap labor - 
may be instrumental in making 
them the great powers of the fu­ 
ture. and reducing America to 
second-class status. It won’t be 
so bad, I don’t think. We’ll sur­ 
vive fine Just as I ’m sure Brit­ 
ain will, after it adjusts to going 
from a first-class power to sec­ 
ond class.” 
DURANT SAYS he is no pes­ 
simist, only a realist. “ I am a 
descendent of a monkey," he 
said, “and I’ve never quite re­ 
covered from that. And so I 
understand the instincts that 
we suffer from — violent pug­ 
nacity, limitless acquisition, in­ 
domitable sexual desire — that 
are all so powerful in our blood. 
“ And considering that, I 
think we are doing pretty well. 
Any 
civilization 
that 
can 
produce a Christ, a Moses, a 
Shakespeare, a Beethoven — 
well, it can’t be all bad 
“And then I think of the good 
and fine people I’ve known 
through the years, the many 
fair, generous, just and loving 
people. And I think after all that 
we’ll work ourselves out of this 
mess. At age 90, I cian say that I 
have 
lost 
my 
faith 
in

wickedness of mankind."

It was not good behavior for 
Douglas, as an associate jus­ 
tice, 
to 
write 
for 
Playboy 
magazine It was not good be­ 
havior for him to sell a $350 
article to a convicted pornogra- 
pher, It was not good behavior 
for him to let his byline appear 
in Avant Garde and Evergreen. 
He tarnished his own reputation 
by thus selling the respectabil­ 
ity of the Court. The House 
Judiciary Committee five years 
ago sought to paint this over 
with whitewash. These gross 
errors of judgment on Doug­ 
las s part cannot be obliterat­ 
ed; and m any fair reading of 
the m an’s career, they must be 
given full account. 


IT MAS BEEN SAID 
re­ 
peated 1> in the past few days, 
and it is tine, that Douglas was 
“ahead of his times.” In the 
spring of 1949, more than a 
quarter-century ago, he wrote 
the Court s 5-4 decision in Ter- 
mmielio v. Chicago The deci­ 
sion reversed the conviction of 
a rabble-rouser w ith a poisoned 
tongue. 
A 
function 
of free 
speech, said Douglas, is to in­ 
vite dispute: “ It may indeed 
serve its high purpose when it 
induces a condition of unrest, 
cre ate s d issatisfaction with 
conditions as they are, or even 
stirs people to anger.” The 
opinion foreshadowed a trend in 
First Amendment thinking now 
firmly fixed in our law. 
For the brilliance of his mind, 
the courage of his convictions, 
and his inexhaustible energy, 
Douglas will justly be praised. 
With his resignation, the Court 
loses its only member capable 
ot writing a quotable line His 
was the lively flame, the rocket 
anger, the splendid explosion; 
and for all his transgressions, 
the Court will be sadly the 
poorer w ithout him.

Usually when an article is 
printed in the Record, it means 
that some member of Congress 
has also presented it on the 
floor of his particular section of 
the Congress, thus taking up 
time which is also very costly to 
the American taxpayers. After 
reading this article, I realized 
that a great deal of time and 
taxpayer’s money had been 
spent on research by the library 
of Congress for the purpose of 
proving that a statement a t­ 
tributed to Abraham Lincoln in 
the October 1975 issue of the 
Saturday Evening Post did not 
originate with Lincoln. This is 
the disputed passage: 
"YOU CANNOT bring about 
prosperity by discouraging 
thrift. You cannot strengthen 
the weak by weakening the 
strong. You cannot help the 
wage earner by pulling down 
the wage payer. You cannot 
further the brotherhood of man 
by encouraging class hatred. 
Y ou cannot help the poor by 
discouraging 
the 
rich. 
You 
cannot establish sound security 
on 
borrow ed 
money. 
You 
cannot keep out of trouble by 
spending more than you earn. 
You cannot build character and 
courage by taking away m an’s 
initiatives and independence. 
You cannot help men 
per­ 
manently by doing for them 
what they could and should do 
for themselves.” — Abraham 
Lincoln. 
As I first read the article and 
the statements accompanying, 
1 thought the whole furor was 
over the fact that these maxims 
have been attributed to Lincoln 
and the record was being set 
straight for the sake of ac­ 
curacy, Hut then 1 read such 
words as "myths, phony, false 
and fictitious 10 maxims.’’ 
We are just as interested in 
accuracy as anyone, but we are 
also interested in truth, under 
anyone’s label, being read and 
accepted by everyone. And the 
truth of the m atter is that truth 
which has been and is now 
being 
ignored 
by 
our 
law m akers is contained in 
every one of the 10 maxims. 
They are not myths, but the 
course on which our govern­ 
ment is now headed is the op- 
pnsite to the principles of self- 
governm ent 
and 
self- 
rcsponsihility.

legislator, “ gun control ranks 
with busing on the grand list of 
grum bles " 
Indeed, 
the 
lawmaker adds, it gun control 
does come, it will be resisted 
hi re even more violently than 
busing, to the point, he says, 
“approaching revolution," 
The reason is that many 
Southerners believe gun control 
would be a much more serious 
federal invasion of their lives 
than forced busing. Less and 
less do they govern themselves, 
buulbtu'u utueua le d , mm a 


and more are they being told 
w hat to do by Washington, and 
they damn well better do it. 
“The line’s got to be drawn 
so m e w h ere," says G eorgia 
orchard worker Lyle Ramsey, 
“and gun rights to me is it. If 
we give in on this one, well, I 
don't know." 
The issue then is whether the 
South and the rest of the nation 
will allow government after 20 
y ea rs, 
to assu m e 
a 
vast 
regulating power it has never 
liad, “ Peopk* talk about the 
right to shoot game, and the 
right to target practice, and the 
right to collect arm s," says 
Alabama hunter and farm er 
Edward LeKoy, "but that’s just 
small stuff. The real right is 
reason, because the govern­ 
ment doesn’t have the right to 
prevent it. T hat’s what must 
not change." 
This hard co re viewpoint, 
perhaps, is centered as much in 
emotion as in the Constitution. 
On the firearms argument, as 
on many others, Southerners 
feel threatened culturally, “ I 
am as tired of being called a 
gun nut as 1 am of being called 
a bigot," says North Carolina 
waitress Nora Deems. Why is 
it, she asks, that whenever 
Washington decides that a t­ 
titudes must change, the old 
attitude 
is 
assigned 
a 
hum iliating and regressive 
name?

Dairy Marketing: The Price of Becoming Big Business 


Economist Asserts Supports 


Lead to Dime-Higher Prices 


AP 
The go v ern m en t's 
anti inflation agency is study­ 
ing dairy industry prices after 
an econom ic analysis con­ 
cluded that government regula­ 
tion boosts milk prices by about 
It) cents per half gallon. 
The Council on Wage and 
Price Stability hasn't made up 
its mind yet about the validity 
of the analysis, which started 
as an economist's doctoral dis­ 
sertation Indeed, the Agricul­ 
tural Deportment, which the 
analysis blamed primarily for 
the higher prices, has attacked 
the conclusions as based on 
false premises. 
But Michael H. Moskow. the 
new director of the inflation- 
monitoring 
wage 
and 
price 
council, said in an interview re­ 
cently the agency has initiated 
a review of milk prices because 
milk is such an important prod­ 
uct for American consumers. 
.T h e 
econom ic 
analysis 
found that the actual price for a 
I la If-gallon of milk in 38 of the 56 
federal marketing areas during 
I960 was 42.8 cents. The study 
estimated that with no regula­ 
tion at all the price would have 
been 39.4 cents 
In those areas in 1970. milk 
cost 57.8 cents a half-gallon, but 
would have been 47.4 cents 
without price regulations, the 
analysis said. 
Moskow said. " It’s a very 
controversial issue. Once we 
have a better idea what the evi­ 
dence shows, then I think we 
can see whether any policy ac ­ 
tion is appropriate ’’ 
Moskow said the council is 
looking at federal and state

Opinions differ 
on kidney stones 


By Lawrence K. Lamb, M l). 


DEAR DR LAMB 
A cou­ 
ple of years ago I had a kidney 
stone removed. The analysis 
showed it to be calcium ox­ 
alate The surgeon told me to 
avoid all tea. chocolate and 
greens. Recently a neighbor 
had the same type of stone 
removed His doctor told him 
to avoid all dairy products, 
chocolate and greens. 
Why did the doctors differ 
on the dairy products and tea? 
I love tea and consume a large 
amount of milk. Now 1 am 
worried about the milk I 
drink. I can t understand why 
he can drink tea and I can’t 
Ho can t have milk and I can. 
yet our analysis was exactly 
the same. Please answer soon 
as neither one of us wants to 
undergo surgery again. 
D EA R R E A D E R 
The 
differences 
in 
recommen­ 
dations probably represent 
the degree of confusion that 
exists, even among doctors, 
on what is the best treatment 
to prevent 
kidney stones. 
There is not enough known 
about diet and formation of 
kidney stones to be very 
positive about what is the best 
treatment. 
There are some rules you 
can follow. First about milk. 
There is no evidence that 
avoiding nnlk or milk 
products will prevent the for­ 
mation of kidney stones. It 
used to be restricted because 
of its calcium content, and 
many kidney stones contain a 
calcium salt, as in your case. 
The exception to this state­ 
ment is the treatment of a 
person who has a stone or 
stones formed along with or 
as a result of an infection in 
the kidney These patients are 
asked to avoid all milk 
products. So. even if you and 
your neighbor had the same 
kind of stone, what caused it 
may be more important in 
preventive treatment 
Now about tea. Tea, beer. 


cola drinks and fruit juices 
are fairly high in soluble ox­ 
alate At the present state of 
our meager knowledge, it is a 
good idea to avoid these if you 
form oxalate stones. Certainly 
no more than a pint a day of 
these drinks should he used. 
Oxalate is in vegetables, 
particularly greens, but it is 
rather insoluble in these foods 
and will not be absorbed in im­ 
portant quantities from the 
digestive system. If it is not 
absorbed it can’t get into the 
blood or arrive in the kidney 
to form stones. So. you don’t 
need to be overly restrictive 
on these foods as you do with 
the beverages listed here. 
There is a lot more to for­ 
ming kidney stones than diet. 
A 
c o n c e n tr a te d 
urine 
specimen is loaded with 
chemical salts that can easily 
form crystals. These may 
form around old cells or pro­ 
tein within the kidney and 
start the stone formation The 
crystals won’t form as long as 
the urine contains enough 
water softeners’’ or special 
chemicals that prevent this. 
Infection predisposes to stone 
formation. 
Regardless of other dietary 
measures you can do a lot for 
yourself by maintaining a 
dilute urine. How do you do 
that? Drink plenty of water 
regularly and just before go­ 
ing to bed. That usually means 
at least four quarts of liquid a 
day spread over the day to 
keep the urine always dilute. 
If you sweat or are hot and 
lose water that way. increase 
your water intake to provide a 
regular flow' of dilute urine. 
I want to add here that ox­ 
alate stone formers should not 
use lots of vitamin C. It is 
readily absorbed, and the ex­ 
cess is converted to oxalate 
which makes matters worse. 
Old vitamin C tablets may 
already contain a high percen­ 
tage of oxalate.

DEAR PO LLY — I have a problem with a beautiful 
dropleaf table. By accident perfume was spilled on the 
cloth and soaked through leaving a little roughness and a 
white spot about the size of a saucer. How can we 
restore the luster and finish to this table without 
refinishing the entire leaf0 — MRS E.J.S. 


D EA R MRS. E .J.S. — The alcohol in perfume dis­ 
solves varnish or shellac on furniture which doubtless 
caused the roughness. Mix powdered pumice and lemon 
oil to a paste and apply with a soft cloth, rubbing in a 
circular motion. Wipe off immediately with another 
cloth dampened with only the lemon oil. Wipe dry with 
still another soft dry cloth and then polish with a piece 
of flannel. If this does not do the job refinishing will 
doubtless be required. If your main worry is only the 
white spot perhaps a hard rubbing with our old standby 
of margarine mixed with cold cigarette ashes to make a 
paste will eliminate it. — PO LLY .

Zone Board Abides 
By Earlier Ruling

MacBride recessed the trial 
until W ednesday to give Virga 
time to interv iew witnesses. He 
said he would rule on the dis­ 
missal motion then. 
Virga said tie should have 
been given a copy of statem ents 
by J a m e s D am ir at the start of 
the trial instead of last Friday 
when the prosecution rested its 
ease.

Of Prisoners Cited 
In Publication

Most of the prisoners are in 
constant hunger, their work is 
dangerous or unhealthy, and 
those 
in special 
psychiatric 
hospitals arc subject to random 
beatings and abusive drug do 
sages, the report said 
“ There art* many recorded 
eases of convicts hiking their 
own lives,” it said 
The 150-page report. “Prison 
ers pi Conscience in (he t'SSR 
Their Treatment 
hnd Condi 
lions.” contains photographs 
maps of prison complexes and 
profiles of several better-known 
"prisoners of conscience 
It 
was released Monday 
It is based on official Soviet 
information, accounts from 
prisoners, their families and 
friends, 
and 
underground 
Soviet writings 
Amnesty International, an in­ 
dependent organization based 
in London, campaigns for the 
release of nonviolent political 
prisoners around the world 
The document said there are 
about 1 million prisoners in the 
Soviet Union, and that lO.tMio of 
them are 
“prisoners of con 
science” 
persons imprisoned 
for their political or religious 
beliefs. The population of the 
Soviet Union is nearly 251 mil 
lion 
In one case cited by the re 
port, a prisoner named Opana 


senko hanged himself at Perm 
Colony VS 398-36 in 1974, leav 
ing a suicide note that read 
“No more strength to hold out 
Curse you, monsters.” 
The report said Opanasenko’s 
case was typical in that he had 
served most of his sentence — 
in this case 22 of 25 years. 
Eduard Kuznetsov, a Lenin­ 
grad Jew serving a sentence for 
his part in an attempt to hijack 
a Soviet plane in 1970, was 
tjuot<*d as having seen several 
fellow convicts "invite death by 
feigning escape attempts in full 
view <>f armed guards.” 
Incidents of 
self-mutilation 
were also cited by Kuznetsov. 
“ 1 have seen convicts sew up 
their mouths and eyes with 
thread or wire, sew buttons to 
their bodies, or nail their testi­ 
cles to a bed, swallow a nail 
bent like a hook and then attach 
this hook by way of a thread so 
that the door cannot be opened 
without pulling the fish’ msid" 
o u t.” 
Amnesty was most critical of 
the special psychiatric hospi­ 
tals. which it said were more 
like prisons. 
The report said “ Once inter­ 
ned in a special psychiatric
